BOWEN’'S EARLY CALL. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON. June %.—Minister 
Hobart W. Bowen and his brother, 
Clarence Bowen of New York, were 
at the White House today in connec- 
tion with the Loomis-Bowen case. They 
saw the President for a brief time, but 
their principal mission was to talk of 
the case with Secretary Taft, who has 
had charge of it since its inception. 
The Secretary was late in arriving at 
the Cabinet meeting, but after he 
reached the executive offices he talked 
the matter over with them. 

Secretary Taft nas made his report 
of the case to the President, and it is 
the intention of the President to issue 
& statement concerning it. As Mr. 
Bowen left the White House, he ad- 
mitted, in response to inquiries, that 
he was aware of the purport of Secre- 
tary Taft's report to the President, but 
said he was not at liberty to disclose 
it. Asked if the report was favorable 
or unfavorable to Sim, Mr. Bowen re- 
plied that the inquiry which had been 
conducted by Secretary Taft had little 
bearing on him personally, as the jn- 
vestigation had to do with charges 
against Secretary Loomis. 

“President Roosevelt requested Sec- 
retary Taft,” said Mr. Bowen, “to m- 
quire into the charges brought against 
Mr. Loomis and to submit a report on 
the matter to him. That he has done, 
but he made no recommendation af- 
fecting me. As Secretary Taft has 
told me there is no further need of 
my presence here, I expect to leave to- 
day for Orange, N. J.” 

Some criticiem of Mr. Loomis was 
made at the meeting of the Cabinet to- 
day, but it was not of a nature to 
refiect in any way upon his integrity.

The President says he had hoped to 
promote Bowen, as during much of his 
service he had done good work, but 
that his usefulness in the diplomatic 
service is now at an end. The Presi- 
dent adds that he would direct that 
Bowen's resignation be requested, but 
for his statement Mat he would con- 
sider a resignation an admission of mis- 
conduct, and the dismiseai is, there- 
fore, ordered. 

The letter quotes correspondence and 
testimony. e President states that 
it appears that Bowen, while Minister, 
secured the publication of attacks on 
Loomis, and furnished to the press doc- 
uments pending before the Sate De- 
partment for approval, and that his 
explanation is inexcusable, and shows 
his “entire unfitness’ for the service. 
Even tf Loomis bad been guilty, says 
the President, Bowen's conduct would 
be unpardonable. 

The report of Secretary Taft on the 
case, on which the President's action is 
based, is a voluminous document, re- 
viewing the charges and the evidence 
taken. The President's letter follows: 

“To Secretary Taft: I have read 
your report of June 19 on the Bowen- 
Loomia matter. I agree with all your 
findings and concludings regarding Mr. 
Loomis, and have nothing to add 
thereto. 

“There remains to be dered the 
case as affecting Mr. Bowen,” againat 
witom Mr. Loomis has madd counter- 
charges.

In all our dealings 
with these republics, we should en- 
deavor not merely to act courteously, 
justly and generously, but to make it 
evident that we are thus acting. Any 
corrupt dealing, any misconduct by one 
of our representatives to these coun- 
tries call for the sternest punishment: 
and save only corrupt dealings, the 
worst and most flagrant misconduct of 
which one of these representatives can 
be guilty is to give currency to or se- 
cure the publishing of seandalous at- 
tacks upon the service of which he is a 
member, or apon one of his superiors, 
a responsible head of that service: tor 
euch attacks are certain to be circu- 
lated to the discreJit of our government 
and.our people, not only In the news- 
papers of our own country, but in the 
newspapers of the various Latin Ameri- 
can republics. No matter how baseless 
they are, no matter how complete the 
refutation of the charges, they do a 
damage that cannot be wholly repaired. 
“Mr. Bowen has been a long time in 
the consular and diplomatic service. 
During much of that time he has done 
good work, and until recently I hoped 
to promote him.

News,” known as the Florence Crit- 
tenton Mission car, was brought into 
the Santa Fé yard yesterday from San 
Bernardino. 

Joseph Moffatt of Los Angeles, who 
has had charge of the car and of the 
evangelistic campaign of the ‘Mer- 
chant Evangelist,” Charles N. Crit- 
tenton of New York, on his fourth tour 
of the continent, occupying eighteen 
months, arrived in San Bernardino 
with the car several weeks ago, after 
having visited every State in the Un- 
ion. It was run into the shops and 
now comes out as if it were newly 
built. Within ten days Mr. Moffatt 
will take the car to Portland, where 
he will meet Mr. Crittenton; the lat- 
ter’s plans beyond that are not defi- 
nitely known. He may visit this city.

It was at this 
time he came to Los Angeles and be- 
came well known all over the Coast. 

He now conceived the idea of incor- 
porating his homes as a national or- 
ganization and went Kast and accom- 
plished his purpose, placing each home 
under local boards of directors and 
winning to it local support. 

Six years ago, when ready for an- 
other tour of America, Mr. Crittenton 
sent for Mr. Moffatt and his wife, the 
former to be manager of the tour, and 
the latter to sing at the meetings, and 
they spent a full year on the car.

A. I. Root, the 
Ohio bee man, and Frank Burton of 
the Agricultural Department at Wash- 
ington, came all the way to Los Ange- 
les to look at the little busy bees that 
had made such a record. 

THE HONEY MAN. 


Several years ago, with the fegal co- 
action of his wife, from whom he is 
now divorced, Mr. Moffatt deeded ail! 
his property to the Florence Crittenton 
Mission, which in turn issued to him 
a power of attorney to do as he liked 
with the property during his life. If 
Mr. Moffatt were to dle today the ben- 
eficiary would receive property valued 
at close to $100,000. Last year he made 
a gift of ten tons of honey to the 
homes, sending it at his own expense 
all over America. vet 

Mr. Moffatt made his own machine 
and extracted the firet honey ever re- 
moved from the comb in that way on 
the Pacific Coast; last year 2000 car- 
loads of it were shipped out of South- 
ern California.

The Gothenburg plan is not a pro- 
hibition system. But it accomplishes 
more than prohibition has ever ac- 
complished in the direction of practi- 
cal temperance. It has greatly re- 
duced the amount of liquor consumed, 
wherever it has been established. 
Prohibition has signally failed to do 
this, but instead it has practically 
proved a failure, so far as its sup- 
posediy chief object is concerned. In 
proportion as the amount of liquor 
consumed is reduced, intemperance is 
decreased, and there is a gradual ap- 
proach toward the disuse of intoxi- 
cants altogether. This ideal condition 
may never be reached. But the Goth- 
enburg plan will doubtless bring us 
nearer to it than any other plan that 
has yet been devised. 

One of the benefits which we might 
derive from the Gothenburg system 
would be the separation of politics 
from the liquor traffic. The political 
power wielded by the liquor interests 
has been and is the bane of municipal 
governments throughout the land.

ET US BE REASONABLE. 
While the people of the Pacific 
Coast States will strenuously object, 
as a matter of common welfare, to 
any opening of our doors to Chinese 
coolie immigration, they cannot rea- 
sonably object to new legislation, if 
such legislation be needed, which 
will insure decent treatment to Chi- 
nese officials, merchants, students and 
travelers, who should be guaranteed 
free and unhampered entrance to our 
ports and peaceful residence while 
they choose to remain in our country. 
If the present law does not guar- 
antee and insure these things, it 
should be so amended as to conform 
to these reasonable requirements. The 
coming of these educated classes to 
the United States is an injury t6 no 
one in this country. They compete 
with no industry, and we cannot ex- 
pect to treat them with harshness and 
injustice without the adoption of re- 
tallatory measures by China directed 
principally at our oriental trade. 
It must be conceded that the Chi- 
nese government has a just grievance 
beeause of the harsh and unjust man- 
ner in which the exclusion law has 
been “enforced” in this country, espe- 
cially during the past two or three 
years. A strong movement has al- 
ready been initiated in China for the 
boycotting of American goods, as a 
direct consequence of our treatment 
of educated Chinese, who are entitled. 
even under our strict exclusion laws, 
to admission to this country. The 
Chinese boycott of American products 
is particularly injurious just at this 
time, when the rich trade of the 
Orient is sought by all nations. 
We are injuring ourselves far more 
than we are injuring the Chinese, by 
the unreasonable policy which some 
overzealous officials have pursued. 
As a result a strong movement has 
been started, in the Eastern and 


East and South, if the movement 
should bring the question to the test 
of the ballot, could overwhelmingly 
outvote the Pacific States, and thus 
secure the passage of laws according 
to their desires. We should be will- 
ing, as the Springfield Republican de- 
clares, “to concede the repeal of the 
severer features of the existing leg- 
isiation, in order to preserve the es- 
sential part of the exclusion policy.” 
Perhaps the Springfield Republican 
represents as completely as any news- 
paper in the East the prevailing opin- 
ion on this question. In the course 
of a well-considered editorial on the 
subject, the Republican says: 

“It is the law, of course, that is pri- 
marily at fault. The officials at times 
may commit outrages upon Chinese, 
but it is certain that so long as they 
seek to enforce the law faithfully 
they must be stringent in their opera- 
tions. For the law is stringent to an 
exceptional degree. It is the culmi- 
nation of twenty-five years of work by 
Pacific Coast Congressmen, who have 
been allowed to write the exclusion 
statutes under repeated threats of 
throwing the Pacific Coast's weight in 
the electoral college against the party 
in power. The American Asiatic asso- 
ciation’s real fight is not against the 
government officials, but against the 
present law, in the last analysis. And 
we may be sure that the law itself 
sooner or later will be attacked. 
“The attention of the Pacific Coast | 
people should be called to the new 
conditions that have arisen since the 
Chinese exclusion policy was adopted. 
In the last few years the Chinese 
market has come to be a real factor 
in the business of cotton manufactur- 
ing, and in certain other great indus- 
tries of the East and South. Twenty | 
years ago this section and the South- 
ern States had no substantial indus- 
trial interest to be sacrificed by the 
exclusion laws, and, consequently, the 


whole world follows with 
deep interest the startling situation 
which resulted in the withdrawal of 
Norway from the union with Sweden.

Once the country is 
aroused by the undoubted excesses of 
the present policy and the damage it 
is likely to do to American commerce, 
a very powerful agitation in favor of 
less drastic legislation would be the 
result, and it is very doubtful that the 
electoral votes on the Pacific Coast 
would have any potency in deciding 
the ultimate issue. 

“The exclusion of Chinese taborers 
may be defended with far more force 
than the exclusion of the higher 
classes, and what must be done is to 
abandon those features of the law 
that render possible and un- 
avoidable the extremely annoying epi- 
sodes in which Chinese merchants, 
students, travelers and officials are 
so deeply humiliated and harassed 
whenever they chance to get within 
the three-mile limit of our coast. The 
exclusion policy should be strictly 
confined to the regulation of th® coolie 
immigration, and the people of the 
Pacific Coast States should recognize 
the necessity for comprofmising with 
the other sections of the country on 
that basis.” 


It is well for the Pacific Coast 
States to be reasonable on this sub- 
| ject. There is no desire in any quar- 
ter—not even in China—that our 
doors shall be openéd to the immi- 
gration of Chinese coolies. By wise 
action we can maintain the pria- 
ciple of exclusion for the least desir- 
able classes of Chinese, without sac- 
rifice of any interest. But we can- 
not dominate the situation, nor con- 
trol it in any appreciable degree, un- 
less we are willing to agree to rea- 
sonable concessions in the interest of 
justice and common sense.
